The relations between ‘Yabor and ay 
ital must be settled either by co-opera- 
tion and agreement under the protec- 
or by meeting men like 
REDDIN and Morin with ‘the weapons 
of. the: law.

There is still time for labor to reform 
itself, and to reorganize its representa- 
tive bodies, but the time is shortening. 
Action like the re-election of convicted 
dynamiters to office transcends con- 
tempt of court. It’ is contempt of: 
American institutions and opinion, and 
in some aspects approximates treason. 


THE BETTER WAY. 

In fleeing from ‘the soft solicitation | 
of the subpoena,” Mr. Wiui14M Rocks- 
FELLER has invoked “the loud fish- 
horn of public clamor.” It was a mis- 
take, as he admits by his present de- 
cision to receive the process server af- 
fably and acknowledge service. — 

It-is human to sympathize with the 
public dread of the subpoena. From its 
very etymology the word has an un- 
pleasant connotation. You must ap- 
pear in court or in the committee room 
at the time specified, under pain of 
having annoying things done to you. 
Nobody enjoys. beint served with. -a 
subpoena—quite ‘the contrary. The 
fear is always present that highly in- 
convenient questions may be asked, 
questions that cannot be answered 
truthfully without humillation or dis- 
credit, and cannot be answered the 
other way without invoking the pains 
and penalties of perjury or the dread- 
ful -pricks of a reproving conscience. 
‘The more active a. man has been in his 
business or. hig profession, the _ less 
likely he is to look forward with pleas- 


tremendously active in the very biggest 
affairs. He has been engaged in many 
transactions about which he would pre- 
fer not * be questioned. ‘Very likely, 
too, hie régarded his private business as 
none of the public’s business, and par- 
ticularly as none of the Pujo Commit- 
tee’s ‘business. 

That was another mistake. In these 
days publicity is the universal demand, 
and we cannot grant individual exemp- 
tions. If Mr. RockmFELLER had been 
a well man, it would undoubtedly have 
been ‘his»duty to face the music earlier. 
It might not have been so very dreadful. 
There is the example of his more cele- 
brated brother, who left the witness 
chair with no particular reproach ac- 
cruing from his testimony save that of 
a poor memory, for which he repeatedly 
and humbly apologized. But Mr, Wira- 
1AM ROCKEFELLER is not a well man. 
It fg understood that his condition of 
health.is such that he could not appear 
before the Pujo Committee and an- 
swer its inquiries. The wiser Way, 
therefore, will be for him to accept 
service of the committee’s subpoena, as 
he has agreed to accept {t, and then his 
physician's certificate. will spare him 
the ordeal of attending upon the com- 
mittee. In that way hoe will escape 
public censure of his conduct, and will 
give a better impression of his atti- 
tude toward Congress and its august 
powers. High finance has ‘been a sub-

SECRETARY MACVEAGH'S REFORM: 

The Government's receipts and ex- 
penditures ‘ought to balance approx- 
imately, and if the Government re- 


‘celves and pays by bank checks the 


money market would be affected only 
to the extent of the surplus or the def- 
icit on Treasury operations, To have 
accomplished this is no small thing, 
but it is far from measuring the extent 
of, the accomplishment by Secretary 
MacVeaan’s order. Hven before’ the 
order it was true that in total’ the 
Treasury’s operations did not greatly 
disturb the money market, but at cer- 
tain points at certain times it was very 
unsettling. That was because it neces- 
sitated’ the payment of bank checks in 
currency for reasons and on @ scale 
which had nothing to do with ‘trade. 
The: intent of the order is to prevent 
this and the point ought to be safe- 
guarded, and presumably it will be. 

The same point is covered by the 
form-of check adopted by. many insti- 
tutions, making them “ payable through 
the Clearing “House,” leaving any de- 
positor who wishes currency to obtain 
it in the ordinary banking procedure, 
on application to his own bank of de- 
}Posit, This is a true function of bank- 
ing, and ought to be confined to banks. 
It is not a function of Government to 
regulate credits, or to furnish currency, 
or exchange, and the new Government 
checks ought to be confined to their 
proper use of paying the bills of the 
Government at par. ‘To make the 
Government checks payable over the 
eounter of. any of several hundred de- 
positaries is to make it sure that there 
will be traffic in them. They are Hable 
to be accumulated where exchange is 
low and sent to places where exchange 
is high, and there may be accumula- 
tions in totals sufficient: -to embattiss 
depositaries which may te sunimoned 
to supply currency on demand. The 
Bank: of England itself has been ¢m- 
barrassed in. this manner, and there 
are piquant tales. of all sorts of devices 
of delay being used while the Bank 
shopped around for relief. 

One conspicuous case is related to 
one of the suspension -of cash pay- 
ments in this city. It will be recalled 
that one of our recurrent currency 
panics was managed by the late Mr. 
F. D. Tappmn, to whom was presented 
a tankard formerly owned ,by Sir JoHNn 
Hovsion, who brought the Bank of 
England ‘through a similar crisis, The 
goldsmiths of HovusBLoN’s time were 
charged with gathering notes for the 
express purpose of breaking the bank, 
the opportunity arising through re- 
coinage of clipped coins. The mint 
was so slow that there was an opportu- 
nity to present more notes than could 
be paid in coin, and the Directors 
therefore refused coin except to their 
regular customers. The goldsmiths 
were foiled only by the Government's 
coming to the reScue by suspending 
protest of the Bank’s notes. The new 
Treasury checks will be “ deposit cur- 
rericy,” and they ought to be convert- 


Able into currency by any banking de- 


positor in. regular . banking course. 
But there ought to be no more traffic 
fn these checks than in any others, or 
than in-gold certificates. They ought 
to be payable at par in banking funds, 
and ought not to be a new sort of 
Government note issue. It is sure thatT; 
the Secretary can have no euch inten- 
tion, and it cannot be doubted that he 
will guard the point.

The case of Hpwarp Mrirvus, refused 
admittance as an immigrant because 
he has served a prison term in England, 
and is therefore considered undesir- 
able, will not be improved. by the ap- 
pearance here of EDWARD Horton 
JAMES, nephew of HENRY and WILLIAM, 
who is the editor of the Socialist ‘gour- 
nal, The Liberator, published in Paris 
and circulated in Great Britain by 
Myruivs.

As a matter of fact, unless the case 
against Myrzrus is.stronger than it ap- 
pears, he ought to be allowed to land. 
One more wrathful Socialist, with a 
grudge against modern civilization, will 
not count. Myrzrus may profit by hts 
sad experience in England and employ 
his wits to better purpose here. Any- 
how, if James insists on coming over, 
he cannot be kept out of the country, 
as he is of American birth, and then 
we shall have two new disturbers of 
harmony instead of one.: Let the State 
Department be warned in time.

Immediate. a member ‘of the Civic 
Section of the Women’s Club of New 
Rochelle. There, as in the other West- 
chester’ towns along the Sound, the mos- 
quito problem has received much atten- 
tion of late, especially from the women 
who sre trying to improve living condi- 
tiors, hygienic and aesthetic. They have 
studied the books, listened to lectures, 
and called in experfs to look over the 
ground, tell them what should be done, 
and make estimates on the cost of doing 
it. They have even interested the City 
officials in the matter, gnd there is 
money in sight for the performance of 
the needed drainage work. 

The experts have infofmea them, how- 
ever, that it would be unwise, because 
almost useless, to begin operations while 
the marshes of Pelham Bay Park remain 
as they are. Mosquitos are not vigorous 
fliers, but when assisted by strong winds 
they can traverse long distances. Those 
ee breed in salt marshes are particu- 
arly given. to the making of extensive 
journeys: Now, the prevailing Summer 
winds in this region are from the south, 
and the result is that it would be hardly 
worth whils for New Rochelle, Larch- 
mont, and Rye to drain their marshes 
while. those in the Bronx continue to 
raise the insects by the millions for dis- 
tribution to the north of their birthplace, 
Certainly New York has no moral right 
to maintain what is in effect a serious 
nuisance, simp)y because its own suffer- 
ings in health and comfort from this 
source are slight. As our correspondent 
Says, these suburb towns are prac- 
tically extensions of 'the metropolis, Their 
services to it are great, and they have a 
right to receive recognition and consider- 
ation as friendly and useful neighbors. 

Marsh drainage is not expensive work, 
and it brings other and important re- 
wards besides the extermination. of mos- 
quitos, In. this instance, not only would 
it create hundreds of acres of valuable 
land which the city itself would.own, but 
it would increase the value and therefore 
the taxes of all.the real estate for miles 
around the park. The time will céme, if 
it has not already arrived, when: the 
maintenance of mosquito hatcheries wiil 
be regarced as nothing less than crim- 
inal. At any rate, it is already the very 
Leight of stupidity, for money expended 
in their abolition brings in enormous 
profits. ;

DRAIN PELHAM BAY MARSHES. 


If New York Does That Westchester 
Will Be Grateful. 


To the Paitor of The New York Times; 

New York City, except in the Bronx, does not 
suffer much from mosquitos, but the insects 
find ideal breeding ‘ground in its 400 acres of 
salt marshes around Pelham Bay, and then fly 
th uncountable hordes.‘to the ‘shore towns ‘ot 
‘Westchester, furtheri along the Sound’ It’ has 
therefore occurred to the wornen interested in 
exterminating this pést in New Rochelle that 4 
newspaper as public spirited and influential-as 
Tu TIMES might be willing and able to in- 
terest New York’s Mayor, Board of Estimate, 
and citizens generally in the work of draining 
the Pelham marshes as soon as may be and 
thus greatly assist in ridding Pelham, New 
Rochelle, Larchmont, Mamaroneck, and Rye of 
this unmitigated nuisance of mosquitos, 

All of these towns, of. course, have salt 
marshes of their own which must be Jooked 
‘after, but the salt marsh mosquito files far, 
and the towns mentioned lie within a radius 
which can be reached by the mosquitos hatched 
in New York City marshes. Nothing done in 
their districts will be effective without the 
co-operation of New York City and of each 
other. 

Norwalk, Darien, Fairfield, Greenwich, Stam- 
ford, and other Connecticut shore towns neigh- 
boring have already availed themselves of the 
very simple, effective, and comparatively in- 
expensive process by which the salt water 
mosquito or any. other mosquito can be ex- 
terminated, or rather prevented from ever 
existing, and the Westchester towns alréady 
mentioned intend to follow this excellent ex- 
ample Just as soon as they can be assured that 
their work in thi direction will not be ren~ 
dered entirely ineffective, by New York City’s 
hitherto selfish inactivity as to draining the 
Pelham Bay marshes. In fact, the requisite 
appropriations have already been made in these 
towns, and work will be commenced ,in their 
marsh lands immediately if the Board of Esti- 
mate of New York City responds favorably and 
grants the appropriation asked for the work in 
the Bronx, 

Drainage ts the only effective and permanent 
means to employ, as ofl must be applied re- 
peatedly during the Summer, and at best is 
but a makeshift on account of the impossibility 
of using it thoroughly enough to reach every 
breeding place. Experts who have looked over 








| the ground in New Rochelle have .guaranteed 


to do the work there for $1,500, or $15 per 
acre—to be paid only if completed satisfactorily. 
This sum is so small, compared with the bene- 
fits to be conferred, that there can be nothing 
but ement that the inhabitants of this 
otherwise delightful suburb have endured their 
mosquito misery so long. 

If New York City will do her amall part this 
whole region will be infinitely increased in 
value as a place of residence, And hundreds of 
acres of waste land will be made avaliable to 
use, Physical comfort {s not. the only point, 
either, as it is an accepted truth that the 
mosquito. menaces not only sleep and peace of 
mind but health as well. It would seem as if 
a crusade against the mosquito must find re- 
sponse in every human being. Will not Tum 
Timms, which goes every day to so many 
homes in Greater New York, exert its immense 
power to arouse public sentiinent in behalf of 
these neighboring towns and the many thou- 
sands who live in them, to be gure, but to all 
intents and p are citizéns of New York 
and entitled to its consideration?

BRUTAL ORTHODONTISTS: | 
Mutilate Patients Under the Gulse of 
Beauty Dentists. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read your editorial note on the re- 
ported advance in dentistry of children with 
malformed, teeth. Orthodontia, or ‘‘ tooth- 
straightening,”” is a brutal commercialism. 
Specialists practicing it could not exist without 
the rebates to their agents, without begging 
the professions to supply them with victims, 
and without offering to restore beauty in the 
guise of a specialty of dentistry, -Though the 
mutilating of the young for money is done 
with the consent of the affectionate mothers, 
the wrong-and inhuman’ intrusion upon the 
child’s health calls for serious consideration. 

The straightener of children’s teeth deals 
with human teeth as the. cattie-fancier deals 
with the ears and tails of most of our do- 
mestic animals, to satisfy foolish vanity, for 
unsound, cruel, cosmetic reasons—and tor the 
price! 

The speculative methods are employed at an 
age when teeth most readily yield to causes of 
decay. The formidable orthodontic muzziles 
cripple mastication, impair digestion, and often 
inflame the tender gums. He coolly and de- 
liberately invades the child’s domain with vex- 
ation, jars upon its feelings, forces tears to its 
eyes, and only the poor child feels ‘‘\where 
the shoe pinches,’’ * 

On the other hand, it fs an admitted fact 
that all. wires, bands, screws, nuts, and bolts— 
whether™these are made of German silver or. 
gold—while in the mouth,:in presence of sa- 
liva and body-heat, disintegrate, produce. an 
electric current, and the poisonous salts thus 
formed are assimilated by the child with woe- 
ful results, 

These truths could hardly be told. to the 
patients!’ An orthodontist of National reputa- 
tion has this to say: ‘‘ While the orthodontic 
work went along very nicely * * * the 
boy had been affected with something bor- 
dering epilepsy, and on the removal of the 
appliance the patient commenced. to recover.’’ 
Another specialist at one time wrote: “ Most 
deplorable in the statistics of orthodontia prac- 
tice Is the discouraging percentage of failure.’* 

Would that the orthodontists could destroy 
the ugly mouth-breathing which produces mal- 
position of teeth. Until then the regulation of; 
crooked teeth will never cure obstriicted nasal! 
breathing and acquired habits of mouth-breath- 
ing, nor restore normal breathing.
